In view of the need - for a .greatly 
increased hooey crop in IS*l*. bee¬ 
keeper* should at once complete prep¬ 
aration* for winter s.r tliat every col¬ 
ony will lie strong in bees nett spring. 
It cannot be urged t*m strongly tha- 
these preparations be made immedit 
atelv. I*o not be misled into believ¬ 
ing that no especial care is needed In 
*inter. He.-au.se of neglect at tills 
time honey crops of tlie following 
year are often reduced one half and 
i the ill effect* of neglect are too well 
' proven to be debatable. Scarcely a 
winter pames that West \ irginia bee 
keepers do not lose 10 percent of tlieir 
colonies and usually 75 percent of tlie 
remaining colonies are reduced w 
•liat they canned do tlieir best the 
' following summer. 

I For proper development In tlie 
I -pring. a noimal colony of bee* needs 
plenty of good Stores, plenty of n»>m 
for breeding and plenty of protection 
from cold and wind ln winter tiiey

Wednesday, tlie 3rd. a marvel was 
to lie observed in tlie lieavens. alter 
the fog had lifted Tliere were three 
distinct suns in the sky with a sharp¬ 
ly outlined white circle extending 
through the three .auns and stretch¬ 
ing around the entire horizon. There 
were other curve* and rainbows. Tlie 
heavens remained lit up In this way 
for about an hour. Tliere waaeome 
haze. The three suns formed such a 
sight as the optical illusion that is 
experienced by drunk men. No one 
seemed to have ever seen anything 
like this before % 

Tlie two mock suns are known as 
sun-dogs and the sight is common In 
the northern countries. 

We find the following definition: 
Parhelion: A mock sun appearing in 
the form of a bright light near the 
sun. usually with the prismatic col¬ 
ors, and sometimes having a lumin¬ 
ous train. Two or more parhelia are 
generally seen at the same time, in 
connection with solar halos, both be¬ 
ing due to Ice crystals in the air. 

Kajfthows are common in this lati¬ 
tude nut eo far as we can tell this Is 
tlie first time in tlie memory of man 
that there has been rain bow effects 
with no rain. Tlie morning was cool.
